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Court Decision Could

LOS ANGELES 一 The US 
Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals in 
San Francisco issued a ruling April 
12 that could lead to aresumption of 
Street SWeep of jllegal aliens in 
Southern California. 

The court ruled thatprovisions of 
a preliminary injunction blocking 
SWeeps，handed down by a Los 
Angeles district court in April 1980， 
Were“too broad.” 

The preliminary injunction was 
theresultofalawsuitfiledin 1979 by 
the National Center for Immigrants” 
Rights, the American Civil Liberties

Justice， and Orange County Legal 
Aid,onbehalfof 10plaintiffs,mostly

ES LAST 


When Vincent Chin told his 
mother， Lily Chen, he was going out 
for “one last night with the guyS,” 
。 before his upcoming wedding，his 
宙 : Imotherchided him, sayingthatit was 
“unlucky”to speak of a“last night 
out,”She asked him not to go, but 


Chin told her not to worry and left 
WwWith three friends. 

But at 11 pm, Mrs. Chin learned 
that her son was critically injured， 
with a crushed skull, at Henry Ford 
Hospital. Four days later, June 23， 
the doctors told Mrs.Chin that 
Vincent's brain was dead. With her 
consent，he was removed from life 


Support Systems and declared legally 


dead 一 afew days before he was to 
be married. 

Vincent Chin was the only Son of 
Ben and Lily Chin，but Vincent's 
father died only six months before 
Vincent was killed. He worked for 
years in the laundries and 
restaurants of Detroit. When the US 
entered World War IJ，Ben Chin 
enlisted in the US Army，where he 
fought and served honorably. 

After the war，he returned to 
Detroit and obtained his US 
citizenship. He was permitted to 
bring a wife into the country，and 
Mrs. Chin immigrated in one of the 
first groups of Chinese war-brides. : 

ADOP 


The Chins arranged to adopt 
Vincent. Born in China，Vincent 
came to live in Highland Park，a 


small，deteriorating Suburb within 
Detroit， Ironically，Vincent's first 
American home was not far from the 
site where he was mortally wounded. 

“TI remember when Vince was a 

kid,”said Gary Koivu, a childhood 
:friend of Chin's who was with him 
the night of the assault.“He always 
had a way with people; even with a 
total stranger,. It was like they were 
old friends after a few minutes.” 

“Vincent was always a good boy， 
a good son,”explained Mrs. Chin. 
“If he had someplace to go, he'"d call 
and tell me He was never 3any 
trouble. When he found out he was 
adopted，he told us it was okay， 
because he loved us as his mother 
and father.” 

It was Chin's enthusiasm for life 
that attracted his fiancee. “Vince 
Was 8 happy person 一 positive， 
always on the go. 下 he wasnit 
working，then he was reading. He 
Tead everything he could get his 
hands on.” 

SCHOOL 
Vincent didwell inschool,though 
e “could have studied harder,” 
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persons have been detained by INS 
o 包 cials on the basis of their ethnic 
appearances. 

Tim Barker，directing attorney 
for the National Center for 
JImmigrants” Rights， informed 
astyJrestthat the 1980 injunction 
contained eight provisions，four of 
Which were overturned by the 
Appellate court. 

“According to the _ original 
injunction, immigration agents could 
not appraoch homes for the purpose 
of ， questioning， Searching， Or 
arresting Someone unless these 
o 人 cials have a reasonable suspicion 
that therewerealiens inside, ”he said. 
“Also they could not approach 


homes,forthe same reasons,between 


8 pm and 7 am without a Warrant.,” 
PROHIBITED 

The injunction,issuedby district 
court judge David Williams，also 
prohibited immigration officials from 
approaching persons 一 in homes， 
businesses，Or public areas 一 to 
question their immigration status， 
unless the o 什 cials hadareasonable 
Suspicion the persons were aliens， 

The INS could not seek the help 
of local and state police in enforcing 
immigration laws， according to 
another provision of the injunction. 

The Court of Appeals overturned 
the above provisions，arguing that 
they do not represent any FEourth 
Amendment violations，because no 
Search or Seizure is ， actually 
involved.， TIhe court upheld only 
those provisions based on Fourth 
Amendment claims, 

REVERSAL 

The Appellate courb in making its 
reversal, noted that there is nothing 
unconstitutiornral in allowing 
immigration agents to approach 
people to interrogate them about 
immigration status Reasonable 
Suspicion is not needed，the court 
Sald. 

The court also_ contended that 
there is _nothing to Prohibit police 
from enforcing or assisting the 
enforcement of immigration laws. 

Not so，according to Barker. 
“California law doesn't allow local 
police to engage in imnmigration 
enforcement laws,”he asserted. 

“We feel that the Court of 
Appeals is completely incorrect in 
Overturning (the district court's 
decision),”he stated.“The court 
Said that no Fourth Amendment 
issues Were involved. However，we 
didn't base our claims solely on the 
Fourth Amendment. We also cited 
statute “1337， which allows 
immigration agents to question a 
person only ittheybelieve the person 
is an alien. Random questioning is 
therefore prohibited by the statute.” 

REH NG 
Barker plans to file a petition for 


rehearing with the Court of Appeals. 
“We are asking not only to be heard 
again, butbytheentire Ninth Circuit 
Court;”the attorneytold 玖 ast 了 eg 
Although the Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals has 23 active and eight 
Senior judges，only three，Richard 
Chambers，Clifford Wallace，and 
William Norris, were involved in the 
April 12 ruling. 

The higher court also ruled that 
the “preliminary injunction .1s 
applicable only to the original 10 
plaintiffs，The district court had 
considered it applicable to others as 
well. 

“A class action lawsuit is not 
necessary in this case,”Wong of 
MALDEEF pointed out,“The issues 
raised (by the 10 plaintiffs) have an 
impactbeyondthosein the lawsuit.” 

Barker agreed.， He cited the 
decision in a prior case which held 
that class certification is not needed 
in Suing a federal agency to stop 
jlegal conduct in general. 

He feels that the chances for a 
rehearing are good “because of the 
fundamental mistakes made by the 
court.”Wong feels likewise.“We 
(MALDEF)think that the courthas 
misinterpreted Some facts of the 
law,”she said.“We hope the ruling 
will be reversed.” 国

Chin continued to work at the 
restaurant，Usually working seven 
days a Week, since he helped support 
his parents. On that fateful Saturday 
night，business was Slow and Chin 
left early. “He wantedto visithis old 
neighborhood,” said Jimmy Choi, a 
friend who accompanied him that 
night.“So the four ofus wentto that 
club for a “bachelor party.，” 

At the topless-entertainment 
club， Chin and his friends 
encountered Ronald Ebens and 
Michael Nitz，the two wbite men 
from a Detroit suburb who would kill 
Chin.“Vince was friendly，but he 
wouldnt back down from a 
challenge,” recounts 天 oivu.

We met So Wai Ping and Sister 
Beatrice Jp at San Francisco 
Inteimational Airport on the morning 
of January 15. Attorney Peter 
Bagatelos， his wife Anne and 
daughter 玉 athy, as well as 开 Kathy 
Dobbs were also on hand to meet 
them: They were easytorecognize as 
they stepped from the passenger exit 
一 Sister- Beatrice with .her nun's 
habit; with ayoung girl, looking more 
like llthan 15,trailing closebehind. 

We exchanged greetings and 
brought them home，giving them a 
chance tomunpack andTrest atfter thei7 
long overseas flight. 

Wai Ping was understandably 
quiet throughout all of these 
activities，Meeting so many new 
people and getting adjusted to a new 
environment must have “been 
overwhelming. 

TEARS 

Sister Beatrice told us :that 
teleyvision station personnel in Hong 
Kong_ had been keeping watch on 
their departure date and were at the 
airport With cameras and a reporter 
to interview them，This incident 
Upset Wai Ping and the barrage of 
questions brought tears. It took a 
While for Sister Beatrice to calm her 
down. 

Sister could stay only two days， 
because She was very concerned 
about the forty-five elderly women 
Under her care.“This is winter time 
and my old ladies catch cold very 
easily. TI cannot leave them for too 
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long,”she told us. She continued to 
give instructions to WaiPing on how 
to behave, whatto say and do, and in 
two days, She was on herwaybackto 
Coloane， 

TEAM 

Atfew days later, Wai Ping anI 
WwWent to See Dr. Gorney, Dr. Falces 
and Dr. Wu, the medical team who 
Would be responsible forher medical 
care， Gail Wong-Latini，a nurse 
from the Bothin Bur Unit at St. 
Erancis gave us atour of the facility. 

WaiPing was verycurious about 
the” various pieces of medical 
apparatus and imet many of the 
nurses，doctors and sta 侍 persons 
who would eventually become her 
good friends. She was fortunate to 
have several Cantonese-speaking 
staff persons to communicate with. 

On Tuesday before her first 
Surgery， We participated in the 
Surgical conference， 工 here were 
more than twenty participants 
jincluding plastic surgeons, residents， 
jnterns，therapists，nurses，and of 
COUTSe， the ， ever-present video 
cameras，Several doctors analyzed 
her medical history.Ihen various 
recommendations “were made 
regarding the plan to be followed. 

KGO-TV 

Dr Dean Edell of GO-TV， 
Channel 7， who had already 
introduced Wai Ping to the general 
public last summer, was there to do a 
follow-up story. [had purposely not 
informed them ofher arrival, for fear 
of making Wai Ping feel self- 
conscious. But after DTr. Edell asked 
toyvisitus,wedid alowthemto come 
to the house to tape us as we Washed 
dishes, peeled carrots and looked at 
“Welcome to America”cards given 
to herby Anne Bagatelos fifth grade 
class. 

The following day, on the KGO 
“Six Or'clock News,” Dr，Edell 
Presented the segment on Wai Ping， 
including her arrival，and footage 
taken at ourhouse and atthe Surgical 
conference. An appeal for funds for 
the ”Reconstructive Surgery 
FEoundation brought in contributions 
from many concerned people. 

CHECK-IN DAY 

Thursday，February 10，was 
'check-in day for Wai Ping at St. 
Erancis Memorial Hospital. 

There were forms to complete; 
Wai Ping needed an out-patient 
number，blood and urine Samples， 
and Seemed a bit nervous when the 
admittance woman put the little 
jdentification bracelet on. She was 
swimming in an adult-sized hospital 
'gown and was bouncing around on 
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the Specially-made ” waterbed 
mattress，A few favorite stuffed 
animals were brought from home to 
keep her company. 

Finally, it was 8 pm and time for 
me to leave. 

Up to now，Wai Ping had not 
given any Signs of being afraid. I 
reminded her that she should get a 
good night's rest and that the nurses 
wouldbe in early the nextmorningto 
give her a Shot to make her drowsy. 
Drs. Gomey and Falces wouldbe there， 
as Well as many of her other newW 
friends. 工 promised to Teturn the next 
afternoon to see her. 

WISTEFUL 

As Iturned to leave, she gave me 
a Wistful glance，blinked her eyes， 
and a stream oftearsTrolled down her 
face. I said to myself, “Oh，my 
gosh 一 she's afraid to be left herel 
What can 工 do now?2” 

工 assured ”her again that 
everything wouldbe allrightand that 
TIwouldbethere when she woke from 
Surgery. TI turned and lefft. 

My eyes nervously watching the 
clock the nextday, and as each hour 
passed, [had mentalpictures of what 
stage She was at: “It's ten, She should 
be halfway through,” or “Now its 
12，she ,should .be leaving the 
operating room.” 

GROGGY 

At2pmIwenttothe hospital and 
wastoldthat WaiPingwas stillin the 
TecoVvery Toom and that everything 
Went well. She would be back in her 
IOom Soon, but was still groggy from 
the anesthesia. 

My first glimpse of Wai Ping 
made my heart ache. Her head was 
Completely covered with bandages 
with only her eyes visible. The hand 
Surgery required a splint，and she 
Was hooked up to a variety of 
machines to monitor her intravenous 
feedings and her vital signs. 

TIhe surgeons had grafted a large 
area of skin on her forehead and a 
Smaller graft had been done on her 
upper lip. The most dramatic change 
Was the upper lip which now had 
Some Shape with the releasing of the 
taut Skin on either side of her nose. 
The constriction of the index finger 
on her right hand had been relieved; 
in time She would be able to 
Straighten it. 

POSTI-OPERATIVE 

The next Several wWeeks Were 
pogst-operative days，Several Small 
Spots of the skin grafts required re- 
grafting. IThe donor site，where a 
large piece of skin was removed from 
her back，was also taking time to 
heal. 
When it looked as though the 
possibility of infection was minimal， 
WaiPing was atlast allowedto come 
home. 

Ihe therapists gave instructions 
for daily hand and facial exercises， 
and a clear plastic mask was made 
Which she wears to，minimize 
Scarring from the grafts. A custom- 
made Jobst glove, made of elastic 
material，provides pressure on the 
incisions made on her hand. 

SURPRISE VISIT 

Adiusting to home life after 
hospital life was not easy. But Wai 
Ping had a big lift when, on the day 
after Easter, we had a Surprise visit 


So Wai Ping 


from her sponsor, Mr. 玉 aye! She put 
on her new pink and white Easter 
dress, and it was obvious that they 
WwWere a mutual admimiration society. 

Wai Ping gave him a wooden 
clock that she had made while in the 
hospital，and he was very happy to 
receive it. He thanked me over and 
over _ again for taking the 
reSponsibility for her care and was 
Very impressed with the results of her 
first operation. 

We continue to make several 
trips a week to the Bur Unit for 
adjustments to Wai Ping's 
therapeutic garments，to check her 
donor site and to keep in touch with 
the sta 作 .We'vebeentothe aquarium 
and to See “The King and Tand 
“也 . 工 ”We also went on a weekend 
tripto Sacramentotovisitmy family.

CAAs Henry Der Debates 
S.1. Hayakawa on Radio 


"SAN FRANCISCO A 
Spirited debate took place on 人 CBS 
radio recently between Henry Der， 
executive director of Chinese for 
Affirmative Action (CAA)，and 
former Sen. S.I. Hayakawa, whohas 
proposed 8 Constitutional 
amendment to make English the 
oficial language of the US. 

Hayakawa maintained that such 
an amendment Was necesSary not 
only to prevent divisiveness in the 
US，but also to prevent language 
minorities from imposingtheirnative 
languages on the rest of the country， 
Der asserted that the real effect of 
such an amendment wouldbetolimit 


the “participation of language 
minorities in US society. . 
Hayakawa cited Canada， 


Belgium, and Sri Lanka as areas torn 
by strife because large segments of 
the ”population speak  _ different 
languages，He also noted that in 
Miami， with _ its large Spanish- 
Speaking population, there has been 
pressure to conduct official city 
proceedings in Spanish， 
PRESSURED 

“It is conceivable，and already 
happening in Florida, where certain 
linguistic groups have preSsSured city 
councils to Say city council meetings 
ought to be or must be，by law， 
conducted in a language other than 
English,” the former senator 
asserted. 

He speculated that Such trends 
Inight appear in one US city after 
another.“ Miami, Florida, lateron in 
San Diego, then later on in LA,then 
later on in Brownsville，ITexas and 
so on .. . The unity which brings us 
together as a nation is going to be 
threatened,”he warned. 

Der rejected this linguistic 
Version of the dominot theory and 
said the impact of the amendment 
wouldn't be to preserve national 
unity.“What the senator is trying to 
do is to impose English as the only 
o 亿 cial form of communication in 
government.Ithink this would be i 记 - 
advised because oftentimes there are 
non-English-speaking people in the 
country who want to participate. 

ELEXIBILITY 

“Letis Say there's a civil or 

criminal litigation，” Der gave asS 
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an example.“Clearly the court has 
to _ make provisions or have the 
flexibility to conduct some of its 
business im the language 
appropriate So that the due processS` 
Tights of the citizens of this country 
are Tespected， I firmly believe that 
the “senator's ”proposal really 
conflicts with other provisions of 
the US Constitution.” 

“A lot of people who don't 


Speak English feel very frustrated 


because they want to convey a 
message to the -Board of 
Supervisors. And the Board wants 
to hear from these people, because 
they are part of their 


constituency. 
What has been done in this 
situation， Der said，is that 3 


member of the public is asked to 
help translate，Such 3a System has 
worked well in the past and an 
amendment such as Hayakawa's 
would prove disruptive，the CAA 
director maintained. 

BILINGUAL 

“Hispanics， Asian and other 
ethnic groups are not advocating the 
imposition of our respective 
languages on native-born，English- 
speaking “ Americans.， ”Bilingual 
ballots,bilingualeducation and other 
forms of language assistance have 
been advocated as 3a means oft 
integrate and assimilate linguistic 
minorities,… the director noted.， 

Der pointed out that bilingual 
ballots in particular were essential to 
allow non or limited-English- 
speaking people to participate in the 
political process. The use of such 
ballots might be hampered English 
it made the o 值 cial language of the 
US. 

A member of the radio audience 
called in and made the poignant 
statement that““the whole question 
has to be taken in the context of the 
treatment ofminorities inthe US and 
in California in particular. I get the 
feeling that part of the motivation 
behind some of these moves is that 
there is a need for some to “put 
minorities in their place .” 

RACIS 


Hayakawa went So far as to 
describe “language assistance 
programs as racist: “racism (that) 
puts yourraceto an advantage (oveT) 
white people who have the same 
disadvantage as your people (in) not 
being able to speak - English.2 
Hayakawa said that white，non- 
English speakers，Such 3aS 了 East 
Europeans， do not Press for 
bilingual ballots，unlike people of 


-Color, Such as Hispanics: 


The debate concluded with 
Hayakawa .quoting “Theodore 
Roosevelt:“We have room here but 
for one language and thats the 
English language. We intend to see 
the people that (come here) are 
Americans or (of) American 
nationality，and not dwellers in a 
polyglot boardinghouse.” 

“We should not assume,”JDer 
responded indignantly, “that non- 
English-speaking persons are 3any 
lessloyaltothe US governmentthan 


those who speak the English 
language.” 
Hayakawa's desire to see 


-English the official language of the 


US is by no means dead. Senators

“Little things of being a Filipino 
would creep in and ITd find myself 
removing them, trying to make this 
character white.” 

Escueta asked himself why the 
main character shouldn'tbe Filipino 
Since.the experiences were his as a 
Filipino-American soldier. Many 
experiences Were the Same for all 
Soldiers, but some Were not. 

“TI was eating their food and this 
little kid came up to me and touched 
my hair and touched my Skin and

LOS ANGELES 一 The 3,200 
Asian Pacific American students at 
the University of  ， Southern 
California make up 149% of the 
university s entire student 
population. It is by far the largest 
ethnic group on the USC campus. 

Up until one year ago, however， 
there _ existed no university office 
Specifically designed to meet the 
needs of Asian Pacific American 
students. 

The Asian Pacific American 
Student Services office was officially 
opened at USC on Feb. 22，1982， 
after intense lobbying eftorts by Dr. 
Sarah Miyahara，associate director 
of USC Counseling Center，and 
other minority student factions， 

PROCESS 

After an extensive selection 
process，J_，D.，Hokoyama was 
appointed as the full-time director of 
APASSY. 

astJFest spoke with J_ 了 D. 
Hokoyama， a former School 
principal and former director of the 
Japanese American Citizens 
League, in an effort to find out more 
aboutthefunctionofAPAS9andthe 
newWw Asian. Pacific American 
Support Group， 

“Basically,”Hokoyama stated， 
“the o 仁 ce exists to assist Asian 
Pacific_ American students While 
they attend USC.” 

The “office”Hokoyamarefers to 
is a single room in the university S 
student union building. The room 
functions as headquarters of the 
APASS operation. the APASS staff 

Gonsists Solely of Hokoyama and 
four part-time student Workers. 
UNDERSTAND 
“One of the main purposes of 
APASS,”he explained,“is to help 
students better Understand and be 
aware oftheir ethnic identities; to be 


proud of their heritage and at the 
sametimebe ableto fully participate 
in every aspect of American life… 

APASS encourages students to 
pursue “well-rounded ”academic， 
social， and cultural educations. Its 
Specific goal 交 to provide programs 
for leadership development and 
training，cultural awareness，and 
Social services; and to Supply 
financial assistance to deserving 
Asian Pacific American Students. 

Students are encouragedto make 
use of the SerVices provided by 
Hokoyama and his sta 任 一 activities 
designed to help Asians participate 
in _ university life complete their 
studies. 


In the fall of 1982, for example， 
APASS _ conducted a day-long 
orientation for over 150 newly- 
arrived. 

SENSITIVE 

Hokoyama states that there are 
26 Asian Pacific American staudent 
organizations at USC. Providing 
them with advise，contacts，and 
leadership is an APASS service. 

Another important function of 
APASS is to assist the USC faculty 
members，sta 任 ， and_ administration 
in becoming more Sensitive to the 
needs and the concerns of the Asian 
student body. 

Finally， he .emphasizes that 
APASS exists to serve as aliaison 
between the 、，various ”Asian 
communities in the greater Los 
Angeles area and the Asian Pacific 
American student population at 
USC. 

It :is this final. objective of 
APASS which led to the recent 
formation of the Asian Pacific 
American Support Group. 

In July of 1982，an Ad Hoc 
Advisory Committee was formed to 
explore ways for the ethnic

Whilehe is quick to point outthat 
the .support group is still in its 
formative stages, with membership a 
Prime concern，Hokoyama stated 
that the potential for student- 
community eXchanges are 


tremendous. 


“Students need to have role 
models，and they need to meet 
successful Asian Americans in their 
fields,， to _ hear the community and 
realize that there is a need for them 
out there. 

The Asian Pacific American 
Support Group， according ， to 
Hokoyama，will provide financial 
assistance to Some of the APASS 
special projects and will come into 
contact with the Asian student 
population through Various 
leadership conferences，wWorkshops， 
seminars,， and job fairs. 


LOBBYING 

Hokoyama also stated that the 
Support group wil function as a Very 
important lobbyingbody in the USC 
System for issues Such as affirmativVe 
action. 

“IT _ believe that it is often more 
effective for alumni and community 
Imembers to lobby in the university 
System than itwouldbeformealone 
to lobby against my Supervisors， he 
explained.“After all， what are they 
going to do 一 fire you2” 

Hokoyama admits that the 
Support group is not yet anywhere 
near“making things happen， buthe 
has devised a five-year master plan 
to getAPASS andthesupport group 
functioning at maximunm potential. 


EUNDED - 

APASS is funded through the 
university，and the Support group 
exists on membership fees alone. 

The support group willbe holding 
its first ”organizational dinner 
meeting on May 3，at the USC 
Facultvy Center，at Which time a 
board of "directors will be 
established.

SINGAPORE 一 Three ethnic 
Chinese have been accused of 
slaying two children in ablack magic 
sacrifice to JIndian “gods. TIhe 
prosecutor in SingaporeSs High 
Court said that the apartment of the 
accused was covered wtih blood 
stains，books on witchcraft and a 
newspaper ， story about human 
Sacrifice.

District has been in office for 
Scarcely a year,buthehas embarked 


on _ Several ambitious projects that - 


take a close, hard look at the local 
community college System. 

The chancellor is developing an 
educational master plan for the 
district. “A very elaborate Process is 
inVvolved here,”he remarked.“We 
have to asseSs where San Francisco 
is at 一 politically, demographically， 
and economically.” Hsu is putting 
Short term gains ”secondary to 
Planning five to eight years down the 
road. 

Another major project started by 
Hsu is program evaluation. “We 
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want an o0 巴 cial，comprehensive， 
uniform program evaluation 
process，he said.”“ We wanttoknow 
让 a particular program is relevant 
and Serving- the needs of the 
community.”

Programs Such as this are 
mutually beneficial， Hsu notes. 
Private businesses can have training 
programs at 3a fraction of the cost 
they would pay on their own.

With 45,000 of the :district's 
70,000 students enrolled im

When you go outside to work; ”he 
asserted， 

Hsu believed in Setting Some 
minimum or optimum standards for 
the district's programs. He said,“A 
Person finishing a certified program 
should meet certain standards, Such 
as typing Speed, reading ability ,and 
language Skills.”

The last item is one of particular 
concern to the Chinese American 
chancellor， who speaks perfect 


English but who admitted that 
English is only his second language.

“Asians， ,especially 
Chinese，tend to be regarded as 
diligent workers._ IThere is a 
Stereotype that Chinese are ,more 
technically-oriented and therefore 
relegated to technical positions，the 
chancellor _ observed. “As a result， 
they get bypassed for promotion， 
too,” the native of Gniilin，China 
remarked:

了 su，who came to the US in 
1959,reached the top position in the 
community college district through 
unusual circumstances. He obtained 
a_ masters degree in structural 
engineering at UC Berkeley andthen 
began working as an engineeT. 

“IT got bored after two years,”

he recalled. He went back to school 
and acquired a masters degree 
business_ administration, also from 
UC Berkeley.

In 1971，Hsu “accidentally” 
became involved in a language 
training program. He joined the San 
Francisco Skills Center as head of 
the English ”communications 
program for Chinese adults. 

He became director of Business 
Services of the San Francisco 
Community College Centers, which， 
together with the City College of San 
Francisco, constitute the community 
college district， Last May he was 
appoirited acting chancellor of the 


district and assumed the 
chancellorship in July. 
IDEAS 


“It is exciting to be sitting in this 
office,”said the top executive.“I 
gives me the _ opportunity to play-a 
creative role and the ability to 
implement ideas.”Ihejob, henoted， 
is mainly an“ideas job.” 

Hsu finds “wofrking in the 
community college an exciting 
business.“OUT clientele comes from 
al walks of life，from people 
receiVing Welfare to the very rich. 
We are Teaching more than 1096 of 
all San Franciscans. It is exciting 
because it touches on the lives of 
people,”he said. 

The_ community college district 
has a wide spectrum of students: 
About 709% are Iminorities, with 4096 
of them Asians. The male=female 
ratio is about 3$0-30，with slightly 
more women than men. Ages range 
from 18 to 78，or“perhaps even 
older,”according to the chancellor. 

Hsu claimed that the two-year 
college system is serving a statewide 
trend. “Many students quit at two 
years because they want to major in 
technical and vocational programs to 
get jobs,”he pointed out.“Those 
who want to transfer (to-a regular 
four-year University) have a good 
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chance，too. OUur (program and 
course) offerings are So diversified 
that .both : objectives can be 
accomplished.” 

Hsunotedthatalarge proportion 
of those who transfer to four-year 
colleges are Asians.In 1980,4096 of 
the 800 students who transferred to 
CSU were Asians, as Were 669%6 of 
the 90 who transferred to UC 
Berkeley. 

了 TECHNICAL 

The chancellor observed that at 
CCSE，Asians tend to take more 
technical courses than non-Asians. 
“Asians have a lot to contribute in 
other fields as well”he asserted. 工 
encourage young ” ， students， 
especially Asians，to widen: their 
horizons and notto limittheir vision. 

“Twould like to see more Asians 
in leadership positions,， he added， 
noting that while there are plenty of “ 
leaders in technical fields, not many 
are in management and the arts. 

“Asians need to be more 
assertive ，but not aggressive,， he 
opined. “They have to _be more 
articulate and be able to express 
themselves.” 

Hsu admitted that as a Chinese 
American，he did encounter Some 
“uneasiness”” When he first became 
chancellor. “It is probably that 
stereotyped image (of Chinese being 
onlytechnically oriented)again，he 
suggested.“But why shouldtherebe 
anything _ different 工 am the 人 
chancellor， not the 
chancellor.” 

Hsuhas alot of confidence in his 
job He told_ FaswWJest that his 
relationship with the “governing 
board, to which he is accountable, is 
Very good. 

DISADVANTAGE 

“One ofthe disadvantages ofthis 
position is that you can't be a good 
guy,” he observed. “TIhe job is to， 
managethe institution. Ifyouwantto 
be loved,thenthis is the wrongplace: 
There is no wayto pleaseeveryone.2 

Hsu told 到 astJFest that:this is 
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the first time he has worked with 
people on the state level. Because of 
the state's dwindling resources, it is 
not giving the community college 
district any more money for growth. 
Hsu indicated that he would“lobby 
Imore energetically,”but admitted 
that the prospects for more state 
funding is not good. 

“ 工 am trying to maximize funding 
from different sources，such as 
grants, private industry, and federal 
agencies.Prospects of funding from 
Private sources are pretty good,”the 
chancellor reported. 

Hsu found his work particularly 
exciting because of “the era We're in， 

We are poised to do different things 
and start new programs,”he quoted.

Hsu is a man who responds to 
changing times and situations.“We 
have to provide new programs to fill 
different needs,”he said.“There is 
not much manufacturing in San 
Francisco. But there are a lot of 
ServVice industries, such as banking， 
real estate，etc，Our orientation， 
therefore， has to be quite 
different.”

BEIJING 一 China is_ seeking 
almost $S billion foreign investment 
to_ help develop its coal-producing 
capacity. 了 Economic plans call for an 
increase in coal production from the 
current 650 million tons annually to 
1.2 billion tons annually by the year 
2000. 

China is seeking foreign 
investments to develop 23 existing 
coal mines. A deal has already been 
struck with LA-based Occidental 
Petroleum to develop the Pingshuo 
strip mine，and negotiations 3re 
Underway involving the Bechtel 
Corp. ip SF, Fluor Corp. in Irvine， 
andthe Mitsui Coal Mining Corp.in 
Japan. 

The Occidental Petroleum deal 
calls for the construcetion of a coal 
processing plant and expansion of 
the existing “Pingshuo ”mine. 
Construction ofthe processing plant is 
expected to begin in two or three 
imonths. The  _ project goal of 
Producing 15 million tons of coal 
annually from the Pingshuo mine is 
expected to be met by the end of 
1985. 


The Fluor Corp. is already 
helping develop the Fushun strip 
mine in Liaoning province and is 
discussing proposals to develop 
three other mines in Inner Mongolia. 
Bechtel hopes to obtain the contract 
to develop a 25-million ton per year 
mine at the Jungar coal field, also in 
Inner Mongolia. Bechtel is already
